Lexington, Ky., November 2!.—-At 
o'clock tonight the prospect of a mob 
which had formed on the outskirts of 
the city attacking the jall in which Gar- |

Only Fifty to a Company. 

The maximum limit of a military com- 
pany in Georgia, on a peace Dasis, will 
hereafter be fifty enlisted men. 

General orders No. 12, published yes- 
terday by Adjutant General S. W. Har- 
ris, conveys this information to the state 
militia, and it is one of the most im- 
|Portant orders issued in months. It ap- 
| plies to all branches of the service, in- 
‘fantry, cavalry and artillery, and in- 


_ cludes both white and colored companies. | 


| Up to the time of the issuance of this 
,order Georgia military companies might 
|have enlisted as high as 106 men, the 
‘Minimum, in which no change has been 
made being thirty-five, 

| The policy of cutting down the size 
|of the companies was recently deter- 
'mined upon by the governor and adju- 
tant general for several reasons. In the 
|first place the adjutant general has had 


|& great deal of trouble In supplying equip- | 


|ment. Some companies in the state have 


|been recruited to a strength of 7& or 80, | 
and then allowed their enlistment to drop | 


;down to 50 or 60, with the result that 
they drew on the state for a great dea! 
of equipment which became idle as svon 
as the men began to drop out. The com- 
panies would keep this equipment. on 
hand and when the state needed equip- 
ment for small growing cornpanies or 
| those newly established it has been forced 
/to buy it from the United States war de- 
|partment. Now it is proposed to allow 
‘each company only sufficient equipment 
.for fifty men, and all the balance must 
be turned in. 

There were other reasons, too. which 


‘led to the ‘adoption of this pulicy among | 


them being the fact that sometimes, as 
| the result of rivalry between companies 


(In the matter of enlistments, poor ma- | 


|terial is taken In. Then, too, while some 
| companies in the cities are flourishing, 
Others are barely able to keep up the 
‘minimum enlistment. 

Recently, when it was decided to mus- 
iter in the new company at Moultrie, 
\there were found eighty-three would-be 
' Soldiers on the rolls. Colonel A. J. Scott, 
in accordance with instructions, cut the 
enlisted number down to forty-three, 
‘leaving room for the enlistment of seven 
more members to make up the maxtmum. 
| This order will not require companies 
now having an excess of fifty men to 
cut down their enlistment at once, but 
| It will prevent them from enlisting any 
|more men until their present number 
falls below fifty. 

The order, which will be read with in- 

| terest by the militia of the state, is as 
| follows: 
__ “State of Georgia, Adjutant General's 
Office, Atlanta, Ga., November 18 1904.— 
General Orders No. 12.—No company of 
infantry, cavalry or artillery, white or 
colored shall have upon its rolls more 
than fifty or less than thirty-five en- 
listed men, including all reserve enlist- 
/ments in the maximum.

Funds Are Getting Low. 


Now that it Is getting time to pack up 
'the Georgia exhibits at the St. Louls ex- 


| position and bring them home, account 


of funds on hand is being taken with a 
view to finding out just how things stand. 
The legislature appropriated $30,000 for 
a stata museum, which was converted 
into the Georgia exhibit. The bulk of 
_ this exhibit will be brought back to Geor-

| actment, and placed on the third floor of 
the capitol building. 
| There is left only $2,000 of this original 
fund of $30,000, which is just about suf- 
‘ficient to pay the rematning expenses 
connected with the various features of 
the exhibit. It will cost considerable to 
pack it for shipment, and there are some 
other expenses in connection with it 
‘which will have to be met. This does 
‘not fmclude the expense of transporta- 
\tion back to Georgia, for the railroads 
will bring it back free of cost, that being 
the agreement when the freight was paid 
going out. It is expected the exhibit 
will be back in Atlanta and installed in 
the capitol building before January |. 
But the Georgia state building fund did 
not pan out quite so well. At the presem 
.time this fund is fully $300 short, and 
there fs no prospect in sight of coming 
out even. It ts expected to reduce this 
shortage about $100, but lkeyond that the 
commissioners have no hopes. Several 
cities @roughout the state have failed to 
'make good their contributions to the 
Georgia state building fund, whereas, 
if they had all been paid, there would 
have been sufficient to maintain it in even 
better style than has been done. The 
failure to secure all of these subscrip- 
tions, however, necessitated the closest 
economy, with the result that there will 
be an inevitable shortage of at least $200.
